Col. Markham Formilly Inangurated 
as the Btate’s Executive.

The Transformation Scene in the 
Assembly Chamber—Gov. Mark- 
ham’'s In@Ugural Address 
Day the Logislatur@,

SACRA i, Jan. 8. — Special.] 
The last in the four years’ 
farce, othe o called Gov. Water- 
man’s administration, has been played 


from the stage un wept, unhonored and 
unbung, sad to say. Today saw the 
inauguration of Gov. Markham under 
the most favorable auspices and entbu- 
siastic popular acclaim, in the Assem- 
bly chamber. 

Gov. Waterman having finally 
stepped down from the Speaker’s 
stand, after hig lame parting words to 
the Senate and Assembly in joint con- 
vention, Col. Markham was sworn in 
as Governor, aud immediately pro- 
ceeded to deliver bis inaugural ad- 
dress. He looked well, was at his 
ease, spoke in a strong, clear voice and 
made a thoroughly good impression 
upon the pached house, Bursts of 
music preceded and followed the de- 
livery of the inaugural address, and 
the actof administering the oath was 
signalized by @galvo of artillery fired 
by a detachment of the First Artillery 
stationed at the front of the Capitol. 

The detivery of Gov. Markham’s ad- 
dress was pun@tuated by frequent ap- 
pluuse from the audience, and there is 
nothing but praise for the Governor. 

Ou all haads it is conceded that the 
new administration starts out with 
bright prospects of success. The Leg- 
isluture is a better body than its im- 
mediate predeesssor, and it is looked 
to for better 2. for the State. If it 
backs up Gov. rkham in making his 


administration what he desires to 
make it—a b s administration— 
California will BO’ great gainer. 


The arrange ts for the inaugural 
ceremonies Were generally admirable. 


I make but one@iticism: When Wat- 
erman had utte his last words and 
| stepped down, n@-Onger Governor, the

the matter, 
thorough examination of the practical 
workings of the Australian system be 
made before determining to adopt it 
aud that the features of the present 
law, which are practical and e ective, 
be retained, 

The Governor recommended the 
enactment of a necessary measure for 
reapportioning the State; that Con- 
gress be requested to enforce the law 


extending the date of exclusion 
as far beyond 1892 as ssible, 
and provide means for the re 


turn to China of the insane Chinese 
now in this country. Ille recommended 
that the present law be ‘remedied if 
necessary in order to further prevent 
dangers to the preservation of timber 
at the head of water courses. Congress 
will be m-:morialized to institute an 
investigation and experiments as to 
methods for extracting gold in paying 
quantities without injury to navigation 
of waterways. 

In closing, the Governor said:

Nebraska’s Legislature Needs the

The Alliance Men Insist on Delaying 
the Official Canvass. 


Numerous Gubernatorial Inaugcura- 
tions All Over the Country- Ex- 
citement in the Connect- 
icut Legislature 


By Telegraph to The Times, 

Lixcous, (Neb.,] Jan. 8,—{By- the 
Associaced Press.] Tue Alliance mem- 
bers took possession of the House at 5 
o’clock this morning. They placed a 
Speaker in the chair and placed a dor- 
don of assistant sergeauts-at-arms 
around him. When  Lieut.-Gov. 
Moecklejohn appeared he was not al- 
lowed to take his seat, but stood in 
tront of the Speaker ready to call 
the joint session to order. At 9 
o’clock the Speaker issued an or- 
der for the arrest of the Lleutenaut- 
Governor on the charge of misconduct 
in office and breach of the peace. The 
Lieutenant-Governor defied the officer, 
aud was not takeu into custody. Both 
sides bad a force of sergeants-at-arms 
within call, andany attempt of either 
side to proceed with the canvass of the 
vote would have precipitated a row. 
To avoid this, acommittee from each 
party was sent with a statement of the 
case to the Supreme Court to ascertain 
which officer bad the constitutional 
right to preside. 

Gov. Thayer ordered out a compan 
of National Guards, and at 11 o’tloe 
they stacked arms in the corridors of 


the capital. The militia was called out 
ouly as a precautionary measure. 
At 12:15 the Supreme Court is- 


sued a writ of “ mandamus di- 
reeting the Speaker of the House to 
canvass the returns. The Sheriff of 
Lancaster county, with deputies and 
Bailiff of the Supreme Court burst in 
the doors of the House and fought 
their way through the crowd. A 
motion to take a recess until 3 o’clock 
was declared carried by the Lieutenant- 
Governor and the Democrats and He- 
publicans left the hall. The Speaker 
of the House declated that uo recess 
was taken and the Alliance members 
remained. 

The proceedings at the afternoon 
session of the Legislature were less 
stormy. The Alliance men had cooled 
down considerably, and when the 
Lieutenant-Goveruor took charge in 
55 joint Assembly, no opposition was 
offered. 

The returns of the last election were 


 |eanvassed, aud the Democratic Gov- 
ernor, Boyd, and the remainder of the 


State ticket, all Republicans, were de- 
clared elected. A resolution was then 
passed, receiving the full Alliance vote, 
declaring thatthe canvass was. con- 
ducted under protest, and that the 
Legisiature in no wise recognizes tlie 
election of the officers who have 
been returned. They were, however, 
promptly sworn in by the Chief Justice. 

The Alliance contest would have 
gone on as prescribed by lawif mat- 
ters had not been further complicated 
this evening. Gov.-elect Boyd culled 
on Gov. Thayer and the latter in- 
formed uim that he (Thayer) would 
not give up the office, on the ground 
that Boyd was not a citizenof the 
United States, 

Gov. Thayer has barricaded himself 
in the executive office. with the pclice 
and a company of militia on guard. 
It is understood that he will remain 
Governor if posssble, until all questions 
affecting his succession aresettied, And 
Boyd’s father it will be remembered 
came to this country from Ireland, 
while Boyd was a minor. He took 
out his first papers, but never perfected 
bis citizenship, abd his son was never 
naturalized. It is claimed, therefore, 
that he is ineligible to office.

Bell's petition for the writ contains a fall 
statement of the facts in the case as well as 
the grounds upon which the jurisdiction 
and legality of the Police Court is attacked, 
as well as the coustitutionality of the Sun- 
day-ciosing ordiuaace, The petition filed 
was as foilows:

HEART FAILURE. 


SUDDEN DEATH OF o. o. MAN 
TUM, THE ATTORNEY. 


Inquest Held by the Coroner Yes- 
terday Afternoon—Meeting of 
the Bar In Judge Wade’s 
Courtroom. 


Orin O. Trantum, a well-known lawyer 
of this city, died at his residence on Court 
street. Wednesday evening about 9 o’clock 
from heart failure, caused by an over-dose 
of morphine and atropia. Mr, Trantum 
was a great sufferer from neuralgia, the 
pain being so great that he resorted to hy- 
poderm'c injections of morphine and 
atropla for rel ef. Wednesday evening he 
had an unusually severe attack, and Dr. 
Austin, who keeps a drug store at the cor- 
ner of Grand avenue. and Temple street, 
was called in. Mr. Trantum told the phy- 
sician that he wanted him to give him a hy- 
podermic injection of morphine and atrepia, 
explaining that it was what he usually took 
under such circumstances. Dr. Austin did 
as he was directed, but the result was 
not satisfactory, and Mr. Trantum 
asked that another dose be given 
him, saying there was no danger, as he fre- 
quently took greater quantities than had 
been given him. Yieluing to bis entreaties, 
Dr. Austin administered the dose, and as 
the pain was still excrutiating, and Mr. 
Tratuum called constantly for relief, two 
more injections were given. Almost im- 
mediately after the last dose Dr. Austin bo- 
came alarmed at the patienw’s symptoms, 
and he sugested that another physician be 
called in, which was done, Drs. Kirkp trick 
and Maynard responding. Everything pos- 
sible was done for Mr. Trantum, and he at 
one time rallied, and was conscious for 
about ten minutes, but lapsed again into un- 
conscidusvess, which continued to the time 
of his death, 

Owing to the pecullar circuinstances sur- 
rounding Mr. Trantum’s de.th, the physi- 
cians iu attendance declined to sign a cer- 
tificate, and yesterday afternoon an inquest 
Was beld by Coroner Weldon. A post 
mortem was also held, and it was found 
that the heart was very smail for a man the 
size ot Mr. Trantum, and was weakened by 
disease, and, after hearing the testimony of 
the physicians, the jury returned a verdict 
of death from heart failure, superinduced 
by neuralgia, it being the opinion of the 
medical meu that death might have resulted 
from heart failure, even if uo morphiue bad 
been administered, 

Mr. Trautum was about 50 years of age at 
the timé of his death. He leaves a wife 
and child to mourn his | 

A weeting of the bar was held at 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon in Judge Wade’s court 
to take action on Mr. Trantum's death. 
Judge Wade presided. A committee con- 
sisting of Judge H. S. O'Melveny, 
Judge A. Stephens, Hons.

Jones, was appointed to draft resolutions 
and report them to the meeting on Satur- 
day. Thecourt then adjourned out of re- 
spect tothe memory of the deceased lawyer. 


BENJAMIN’S LATEST. 


His Scheme for the Immigration of 
. Negroes to Califdrnia. 

R. C. O. Benjamin, the colored lawyer 
who played a star engagement in this city 
some months ago, is cutting a wide swath 
in San Francisco, where he is practicing 
law and officiating as a church deacon, 
Benjamin’s latest scheme is to work up an 
emigration movement of the negroes in the 
South to California, and Wednesday’s 
Chronicle devotes about half a column to 
the matter, with a picture of the festive 
Benjamin himself. In reply to the ques- 
tion as to the class of negroes he intends to 
bring to California, Benjamin replied: 

“Not paupers, I assure you. 1 shall select 
only such people as have means to 
their fare and will have a littie money to 
support themseives with on th arrival, 
We shall draw chiefly from Nort Carolina, 
with not a few fram South Carolina, Lou- 
isianiand Alabama. Nearly all who will 
come are agriculturists, and they own a 
litile land in the South, This they wili sell. 
and will thus have means to make small 
purchases of land in California. Oue thing 
is certain—all who come must have some 
means to make a start. 1 shall also 
bring laborers. I have worked since last 
January on this project, and have seen 
many of the big ranchers of the State. Not 
«a few of them have promised that if we can 
bring out a sufficient number of colored 
men todo their work they will discharge 
their Chinese help and hire negroes. I shail 
get employment for many of the newroes as 
brichm kers. Hundreds will go to work in 
the vineyards and the hopranches, and 
orchards will als» receive many of them, 
I am working with Rey. A. S. Walton 
formerly of Richmond. Va., and now tor 
of Zion African Methodist Episcopal Church 
of Fresno. Mr: Walton came out bere last 
Uctober, and he became convinced that 
California, with its liberal laws, hospitable 
people and free schools, would be a para- 
dise for the negroes of the South. Mr. | 
Walton is supreme grand ~high priest 
of the Knights of Solomon, a power- 
ful benevolent order in the 
aud he wields much iofluence. will 
bring twelve families fiom the South to 
this State ina few weeks. They will all 
settle in Fresno, That, however, is but a 
beginning. We inteud to have thousands 
of negroes here before the end of the pres- 
ent year. If we are fortunate the hegira 
from the South will be one grand seale 
within two years ” 

Benjamin said that credit was due to 
Rey. A. T. Wilkins, a Baptist preacher of 
Charleston, for bis work in the move- 
ment. Fresno, Red Bluff and Paso 
Robles have been selected as the first ob- 
jective points, but as no colonization project 
is under way the negroes will be scattered 
all over the State before they shall have 

en very long. Mr. Benjamin will 
for North Carolina to preach 
to the nesgroes there. 6 will 


travet all through the South before his re- 
turn, and s ys be is certain of working upa 
steady tide of negro emigration frum the 
Southern States to the Pacitic shore. 


New England’s Abandoned Farms. 
iNew York Tribune.1 

Following the example of Vermont 
and New Hampshire, Maine is investi- 
gating the subject of abandoned farms, 
with results than cannot be altogether 
gratifying to the loyal sons of the 
State. The number of such farms 
is found by the Commisioner of Labor 
to be 3.318, comprising 254,513 acres. 
These farms are valued for purpuses of 
taxation at 81.268.760. The causes 
which have led to theirabandonmentare 
the same as those which have been op- 
erative in the other northern New Eng- 
land States, but it does not appear that 
uny steps have yet been taken to repop- 
ulate the deserted Maine farms, though 
the success of New Hampshire and 
Vermont in that direction indicates 
that similar experiments might be 
worth while in the Pine Tree State.

THE OLD AND THE NEW ADMIN-

His Accidency Governor Waterman 
is déad—politically—and His Excel- 
lency, Governor Markham, oocupics 
the chair of State in his stead. “The 
King is dead; long live the King!“ 

Itis witha deepsigh of relief that 


Waterman’s term. This man, who 
was not elected to the executive office, 
and who was never expected to occupy 
any other position than that of Lieu- 
tenant-Governor—of which he made a 
dismal and distressing failure—has, 
during his incumbency, brought dis- 
grace upon his office, his party and his 
State. It is unnecessary, now that he 
has gone, to enter into details of 
his sins of omission and commission. 
Suffice it to say that he was almost 
everything that the Governor of a 
great State should not be and scarcely 
anything that he should be. Asa 
fitting close to his ill-savory term, he 
signalized the closing weeks of his 
official life by letting loose from the 
State penitentiaries a horde of thieves, 
cutthroats and scoundrels, who will 
»robably cost the State many thou- 
sands of dollars and several valuable 
lives before they are captured and 
imprisoned—or hanged. For several 
years past Californians have endured 
the mortification of seeing the execu- 
tive chair of their grand State occupied 
by a man who is by nature a buor and 
whose inclinations accord with his 
nature; a man whose stuttering speech 
only becomes fluent when used in vile 
abuse of personal enemies, and who 
chose as his secretary, confidant and 
factotum a creature of the same stamp 
as himself. So utterly has this man 
disgusted the people of the State that 
not a single Republican paper of prom- 
inence in California bas had a good 
word to say of him for a year past. 

And now we tura over a new leaf. 

o present occupant of the executive 

r is a man as different from his 

predecessor as night is from day—a 
gentleman, a man of character, of in- 
dividuality, of determination. The 
people of the State have chosen him to 
the office with an enthusiasm snch as 
is seldom witnessed in similar contests. 
By acclamation he was nominated, 
and with the acclamation of a large 
majority of the votes he was elected, 
on a platform which promises reform, 
to which platform he has a hundred 
times publicly declared his adhesion.

LOWER CALIFORNIA—WHY WE 
OBJECT TO ANNEXATION, 


The San Diego Sun says: 

The Los AnGeLrs Times may object to 
the annexation of Lower California be- 
cause of the gain such a change in penia- 
sular jurisdiction would be to San Diego; 
but it cannot safely deny that there are 
national and patriotic reasons why Lower 
Califoruia should come in which would 
watrant any American paper in taking 
sides with the idea. 

The lower country is as much a part of 
the United States geographically as is the 
Peniusula of Florida. Further than this it 
controls the mouth of one of the great 
rivers which drain an immense area of 
Awerican territory. In addition, it is the 
theater of English investment and may at 
any time become an object of value to the 
British government. Again, it would be 
something toward the long-delayed pay- 
ment of many miiiions owed by Mexico to 
the United States, which debt, because of 
the financial status of Mexico, is not col- 
lectab e in coin. 

It is to be hoped that the influential ao 
of Southern California, of which Tue 
is one, will the small loca! 
jealousies involved in thie question and 
take the broad and patriotic ground that all 
gevgraphical parts of this country shouid | 
come within the national boundaries.

We object to the proposed annexation 
of Lower California for three reasons, 
namely: 

Firstly: Because we believe that we 
have already, in the counties south of 
Tebachepi, sufficient uncultivated land 
to need all our surplus energy in set- 
ting for twenty vears to come. 

Secondly: Because the efforts which 
have been and are being made to in- 
duce the Uuited States to acquire 
Lower California too evidently emanate 
from a small band of specalators, with 
headquarters in San Diego. 

Thiudly (and cbiefly:) Because any 
overtures from the United States for 
the acquisition of Lower California 
would be resented as an insult by 
Mexico, and would tend to esirange 
us froma neighboring friendly republic, 
with which our relations are, at pres- 
ent, very friendly. 

It this latter cause of objection could 
be removed—if Mexico should voluu— 
tarily offer to sell Lower California to 
the United States for a moderate sum 
—we do not say that the people of this 
section might not be induced to view 
such a proposition with less disfavor, 
but this objection is at present an 
insuperable one and should summarily 
end all furtuer talk about annexation. 

San Diego has enough valuable back 
country of its own to settle up before 
it need look for Mexican territory. 
Let it goto work and develop that. 
Then it will be time enough to look 
around for more arable land to con- 
quer.

The population 
ot Los Angeles county is greater 
than that of the five counties 
of Orange, San Bernardino, San 
San Diego, Ventura and Santa Bar- 
bara. Again, to show the relative im- 
portance of this county, it may be 
mentioned that its population is 
greater by 5000 than the combined pop- 
ulation of the following eighteen 
counties: Kern, Inyo, Mono, Mariposa, 
Alpive, Tuolumne, Sierra, Piumas, 
Lassen, Modoc, Trinity, Del Norte, 
Sutter, Lake, Calaveras, El Dorado, 
Merced and San Benito.

HOW IRBY FOUGHT A DUEL, 


Display of Cowardics at College by 
Wade Hampton’s Successor. 
The Cumberland (Md.) News prints 
editorially a remarkable story about 
United States Senator-elect Irby, lt 


Says: 
from 


ne newly-elected Senator 
South Carolina. John Laurens Manning 
Irby, was a student at Priuceton Col- 
lege in 1870-1871. A dispute arose be- 
tween him aud afellow-student over a 
trifliug matter, afd, after being con- 
vinced that the stain upo: his honor 
demanded satisfaction, he sent a chul- 
lenge to his felfow-student. To the 
utter astonishment, horror and dismay 
of Irby tbe challenge was accepted, 
and pistols were selected as the instru- 
ments of death. His young south- 
ern blood was not nearly 80 
hot when the letter of accept- 
ance was read and considered. Irby 
in his challenge had named bis 
second, who does not reside more than 
oue hundred miles trom Cumberlaud, 
and he straighiway took himselt to 
the secoud for advice and consolation. 
During the conversation Irby inti- 
mated that dueling was wrong, it was 
an evil that bad grown up in the South 
und was not adapted to the New Jer- 
sey climate, and hinted at possible 
meaus of escape, but the second would 
barken to none of it. Flight would be 
worse than death; flight there must 
not be, if the second had to take part 
himself, and it he did Irby would be 
his subject.

But when the incoming Governor be- 
longs to the same party the outgoing 
one can have no excuse for attempting 
to embarrass his administration by se- 
lecting his subordinates for him. :

The Previous Question. 
{Senator Hoar in the Youth's Companion.) 
Tbe Senate differs from the House 

of Representatives and, I believe, 
from all other legislative bodies in 
this country, in that the “previous 
question” aud every other device for 
putting an end to debate, except that 
of unanimous agreement, is unknown 
to its proceedings. 

The previous question,“ according 
to the practice of 7 bod ies 
here, is introduced by a motion that 
the main question be now put.” In 
the House of Representatives it is put 
without debate. In some assemblies a 
debate is allowed, which, however, is 
confined strictly to the question 
whether or not the vote shall be taken 
at once, without permitting any dis- 
cussion of the merits of the pending 
measure. 

If the previous question“ is ordered 
there can be no further debate, and, 
what is commonly of quite as much 
importance, there can be no further 
amendment. ‘he measnre must be 
adopted or rejected as it is,so that 
members are put in the awkward posi- 
tion of being compelled to vote against 


a measure containing. some things | bef 


which they approve, or for a measure 
containing some things which they dis- 
like, without a chance to perfect it or 
to record their opinion on particular 
parts or clauses. Measures are passed 
or defeated without giving opportunity 
to the members of the body, either to 
instruct their associates by discussion 
or to perfect the meusure by suggest- 
ing amendments. 

There are also in other legislative 
bodies limitations on the time of de- 
bate, either by general rules or by 
special ongers passed by the majority 
in particOlar cases. But in the Senate 
there can be no limit upon debates ex- 

t by unanimous consent. 

n this assembly speech is absolutely 
unfettered. Every measure can be 
discussed fully without restraint and 
amended without limit. This is of 
immense importance, not only to the 
perfection of legislation, but also to 
the dignity of the Senate, and in my 
opinion to civil liberty itself. 3

A Sudden Outbreak Among 
the Idaho Redskins. 


Pocatello in Danger of an Attack from 
_ Neighboring Tribes. 


Agent Royer is? Dismissed from the 
Pine Ridge Agency. 


Gen. Miles Tightens His Lines About 
the Hostiles—Many of the 
Reds Returning to the 

Agency. 


By Telegraph to The Times. — 
Bows City (Idaho,) Jan. 8—[By th 
Associated Press.] Advices from Po- 
catello state that the Indians on the 
Fort Hall reserve have been dancing 
and two hundred in warpaint have 
aken to the mountains with arms, 
causing great excitement. Gov. 
Wiley has been asked to order the 
militia to Pocatello, and probably a com- 
pany of United States Cavalry. at Boise 
arracks will be sent there. The. Iu- 
dians on the reserve number 1200 or 
1600; more than halt of whom are Bau- 
nocks, who caused the proionged war 
88 years ago. The people at Poca- 

llo bave almost no arms and the 
towns of Blackfoot and Eagle Ruck are 
on the border of the reserve. Tue In- 
dians who took to the mouutains are 
working eastward toward Wyoming. 
The belief is expressed that if tue lu- 
diane at Pocatello go on the war-path 
they will be joined by tribes on the 
Lemui reservation who number 500, 
embracing 125 abie-bodied bucks. 

POCATELLO IN DANGER. 

‘PORTLAND (Or.,) Jan. 8.—Meager 
advices received here do not confirm 
the report that the Indians are burn- 
ing Pocatello. The citizens of that 
place fear that such an event might 
ocour and are preparing themselves to 


meet it. 
| Boiss City (Idaho,) Jan. 8.— There 


is no truth in the report about the ge 


burning of Pocatello. There is con- 
siderable excitement over the hostile 
attitude at Banuocks, Fort Hall Reser- 
vation. The Governor has sent the 
citizens of Black foot 800 guns and 3000 
rounds of ammunition. his was at 
their request. 

. CAUSE OF THE OUTBREAK. 

SALT LAKE Crry, Jan. 9.—A special 
from Pocntelle says: The town is in a 
state of great excitement over the ac- 
tions of the Shoshone Indians on the 
reservation. Last night they indulged 
in a war dance and otherwise evinced a 
desire for bloodshed, Chief Mayer 
Jim declares that the ladians would 
fight, giving as a reason that “Bad 
Indians got beap grub and biankets; 
good Iudlans get nothing.“ 

FLEEING FOR SAFETY. 

The latest advices say that the people 
are fleeing for satety. The Indians 
are in warpaint and cannot be re- 
strained. The Governor’s Guards and 
United States Cavalry at Boise City, 
are now en route to Pocatello. 

Requests from B.ackfoot, Idaho, for 
transportation for arms have been sent 
tothe Union Pacific authorities here. 
It is reported that 200 bucks are pil- 
laging the rauches ou.side of the town 
of Blackfoot. It is expected by to- 
morrow that a sufficient’ torce will be 
mustered to cope with the suvages iu 
case of attack. 

THE SNAKES AND SHOSHONES. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 8.— Tue Chron- 
icle’s Wells (Nev.,) special says: About 
two hundred Snakes and Suoshones 
left this vicinity yesterday and today 
to attend ths ghust dunce in Star Val- 
ley at the head ot the Humboldt River.

ROVER DISMISSED, 


The Pine Ridge Agent Proves Un- 
equal to the Emergency. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Secretary Noble this 
morning sent a dispatch to Agent 
Royer at Pine Ridge, dismissing bim 
from the service. ‘The Secretary directs 
him to turn over the property to Capt, 
Pierce of the First Infantry, who will 
temporarily act as agent at that point. 
This action, so far as the removal of 
Royer is concerned, was determined 
upon some time ago, when the officials 
of the Indian office learned that Royer 
was not proving equal to the emer- 

Tue situation as summed up at tne 
Interior Department today is about as 
follows: There are in all gbout twenty 
thousand Sioux Indians—men, women 
and children—on the northern reserva- 
tions. Ot this number 16.500 are ac- 
counted for,as they are living on the res- 
ervations in peace and not taking any 

art in the present disturbance. This 
eaves 3500 men, women and children 
to face the 8000 men now under com- 
mand of Gen. Miles. The hostile 
camp is located seventeen miles north 
of the agency,and a cordon of troops has 
surrounded it with the exception of 
the south side, the object being to 
drive them into the reset vation. 

There is constant communication be- 
tween the hostile camp and the 
agencies. The bostiles are wel! sup- 
plied with beef, but they have no sugar 
or coffee, except as they are supplied 
by “‘triendlies.’”?’ While the situation 
is regarded as hopeless for the Indians, 
yet it is believed that they have no in- 
tention of surrendering. It is pre- 
dicted by some who are on..the ground 
that there will be a battle on Sunday or 
Monday. 

When the hopelessness of the fight 
against such odds is pointed out, the 
only explanation given is The Indians 
are crazy.” From reports received at 
the Interior Department the situation 
is believed to be serious, and the peopje 
at the agencies are very much dis- 
turbed. 

Gen. Schofield today received a tele- 
gram from Gen. Miles detailing the 
circumstances of the killing of Lieut. 
Casey by the Indians as follows: 

Lieut. Casey was out with some of 
his scouts watching the hostile camp, 
‘and with one Cheyenne met two 
Indians, an Ogallala aud a Brule. 
The Ogallala warned Lieut Casey 
tnat the Brules were bad and would shoot. 
As Lieut. Casey turned to go away the 
Brule fired, striking him in the back of the 
head and kling him instantly. ‘There isa 
report of heavy firing in or near the hostile 
camp, that may be between the two f 
of the Indian camp. 

Secretary Proctor expressed bis sor- 
row at the death of Lieut. Casey, and 
said: “I regarded him as one of the 
most promising men in the service. 
He seems to have been brutally mur- 
dered, for there was no ghting going 
on when he was killed.“ : 
| Gen, Schofield this morning also re- 
ceived the following telegram from 
Gen. Miles, dated Pine Ridge Agency, 
January 8: “Seventy Indians came in 
irom the hostile camp today. Reports 
from them are that Red Cloud, Little 
Wound, Two Strike, Big Koad and 
others will come in tomorrow.“

RATIONS ARE PLENTIFUL. 
The Indians Cannot Complain of 
Scarcity of Food, 
PrerRE (S. D.,) Jan. 8.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.] John Hollaud, chief of 
the Indian scouts of the Chey- 
enne country, arrived today and 
reports that everything is quiet on 
the Cheyenne. All the Cheyenne 
Indians are now et the agency 
w th the exception of those from Big 
Foot's and Hump’s band, who went on 
the warpatb, and they were nearly all 
killed in the late battle. Iuspector 
Cisney arrived late this evening from 
Montana. He has inspected all of the 
agencies of the Sioux except she 
Cheyenne. He says that at Standing 
Rock the Indians are fed in spleudid 
shape and certainly have nothing to 
complain of. Indeed, nowhere has he 
found rations short except at Rosebud 
and Pine Ridge. At those two,

Parties have come and parties bave gone, 
but there bas never been a time from Jefer- 
sou's day to the present when the Democ- 
ratic party did not exist, active, aggressive 
and prepared for hervic co: fict. Not all 
who have followed the banner have deen 
able to demonstrate, as an abstraction, why 
Democratic principies are best suited to 
their wants and the country’s good; but 
they have known and felt, that as their Guv- 
erument was estabiished for the people, the 
principles and men nearest to the people 
and standing for them could safest 
trusted. Jackson has beenin their eyes, 
the incarnation of the things which Jaller. 
son declared. 

The Democratic party, by iatelligent 
study of present conditions, must be pre- 
p ted to meet all Wants ot the people as 
they arise, and furnish & y 
every threatening evil. We cannot 
escape the duty which party mem- 
bership imposes upon us, to urge 
constuntly upon our fellow-eltizens of this 
day and generation the sufficiency of the 
briueiples of true Democracy for the pro- 
tection of their rights in all their diverse 
conditions.

patient. It has not been clearly proved 
that the lymph would destroy the 
tuberculosis tissue and it was danger- 
ous to operate on weak patients. He 
declared much patient experimenting 
with lymph was ‘still necessary to es- 
tablish a clear judgement of the value 
of the new remedy. 


THE POOR ARE SUFFERING. 


Intensiy Cold Weather Prevails 
Throughout Europes. 

Lonpon, Jan 8.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.! Severe weather has 
prevailed throughout England for 
some time, causing she deepest distress 
among the poorer ¢lasses of this city, 
especially the inhabitants of the East 
End. All outdoor trades have been 
suspended several weeks. A large 
number of. persous who have been 
thrown out of employment parade the 
streets and solicit aid from the chari- 
table to obtain the necessaries of life 
for themselves and starving families. 

Reports of severe weather in the Con- 
tinent continues. In Austria many 
railroads are blocked. There is much 
suffering. A dispatch from Mantua 
says that snow has been falling con- 
tinuously for fifty hours. Ali of the 
railroads are delays and several per- 
sous have lost their lives in the snow. 

Brussgexis, Jan. 8.—The coast of 
Belgium, votably in the neighborhood 
oi Ostend and Blankenberethe, presents 
a remurkable appesrance during the 
present extremely cold weather, large 
blocks of ice washing the shore, and 
many vessels ar forced by the ice to 
remain in port, Fishermen are suffer- 
ing severely.

He 
suys, after quoting provisions ot 
the statutes and codes: “F:om the 
foregoing I conclude that the Secretary 
of State has charge of the Capitol 
bailding and grounds, that if. as such 
he allows said Capitol building or any 
portion thereof to be used for the sale 
or distribution in any manner (either by 
gift or otherwise) for profit of any 
malt or spirituous liquors he will be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and subject to 
a fine of $1000. Any person who in 
the State Capitol or within the limits 

of the grounds belonging thereto sells, 
gives away or exposes for sale 
any vinous or alcoholic lic uors, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. ‘The Sec- 
retary of State has no right to 
rent or give privilege to any 
person to do any of these acts or things 
probibited by the penal e. In au- 
swer to your second proposition I will 
say thatthe people have reserved to 
themselves (the Legislature) all powers 
not relinquished by provisions of the 
Constitution, therefore the Legislature 
can pass any resolution or law it may 
deem proper, provided the action does 
not confi.ct with the State Constitution 
and the Constitution ofthe United 
States or treaties made by Congress. 
thereunder.

\ New York Barber Who reaches Maids 
‘How to Use the Brush and Comb. 
| Perhaps the latest thing in the educa- 
tional line in this city was inaugurated 
Monday. It is a school for hairdressers. 
It started with a big class of ambitious 
young women, and the indications are 
that many more will join. Women only 
are to be admitted to these classes, and 
the subjects of instruction will be, lim- 
ited to the dressing of ladies’ hair. The 
pupils will be taught how to comb, 


_.4 brush, shampoo, crimp, curl, singe, plait 
| and arrange the hair of women. They 


will be instructed by experienced hair- 
dressers, and when they are graduated 
they will be able to do all that a 3 * 
tent ladies barber” can. 

The tuition is to be $10 
for the course. 

“So many young women have asked 
me to teach them the art of dressing 
hair,” said the owner of the place the 
other day, that I was forced to open 
the school or use up all my time teach- 
ing them separately.

two weeks’ time all that is necessary for 
them to know. I have several compe- 
tent assistants and 1 shall superintend 
the work. The pupils will practice first 
on dummy wooden heads fitted with 
wigs. They are 2 as good to learn 
upon as the real h 

“And can the 1 * become artistic 
hairdressers in so short a time? i 

“That depends entirely upon how 
much natural taste they may have. It 
is like any other art; to excel in it one 
must have a natural aptitude for it. 
Hairdressing requires taste. I may be 
able to teacha young woman the me- 
chanical arrangement of a coiffure, but 
I cannot teach her just what coiffure is 
best suited to a-certain face. That re- 
quires a natural taste and m years 
of observation and practice. But I will 
give my pupils much technical knowl- 
edge and such hints for self instruction 
that they may practice to advantage 
after they leave the school. The school 
is my own idea. I do not know of an- 
other one in New York. I believe that 
it will prove a success and that its infla- 
ence will be felt.” 

“Will you teach to bleach and dye 


„I the pupils wish to learn the higher 
branches of the art they may do so of 
course after they have mastered the reg- 
-ular course. But that is something for 
after consideration; the main thing now 
is to start the school and begin the work. 
I have now about thirty pupils to begin 
with.”—New York Sun. 


Is This a Good Idea? 

Why does not some enterprising per- 
son establish an intelligence office where 
it will be possible to hire fractional serv- 
ants? 

Every housekeeper knows that the 
work of a household seldom comes out 
in terms of an even number of servants. 
There is always a little too much for the 
servants to do or not enough. If there 
are two maids there is generally work 
enough to occupy the time of about two 
and a half; if there are six servants 
there is not more than would suffice to 
keep five and a quarter busy, and in gen- 
eral terms there is never an exact agree- 
ment between the labor to be performed 
and the persons hired to perform it. 

Now all this could be obviated by the 
plan of having an office for fractional 
servants. This might be accomplished 
in one of two ways. Bither the time of 
a single person might be distributed 
among different houses, or those servants 
who are in reality only equal to about 
half the work a real servant would do, 
could be properly estimated and let out 
as half servants, quarter servants, or 
whatever fraction really suited their 
case. 


The idea is not so whimsical as it 
might at first seem, and it is certainly 
one the carrying out of which would re- 
| lieve the mind of many a housewife of 
no inconsideruble burden.

Wound Trees. 

Baron Munchausen or Sir John Maunde- 
ville never fathered any quéerer stories 
than those recently collected about trees. 
Here are a few things with which the mon- 
archs of the forest have been credited of 
late: Onetree of the Mariposa grove in 
California is 90 feet in circumference; 
through another a roadway N feet long, 10 
feet wide and 10 feet high has been cut, yet 
the tree is still vigorous and growing. 
Columbia county, Ga. has a quivering 
tree, every twig and limbof which, how- 


A white mulberry of Newton, N. C., con- 
stantly emits puffs resembling smoke, 
which issue from every part of the tree. 
A tree of New Zealand catches birds in a 
sticky fluid given oif by its seed vessels. 
The calabash tree of the West Indies has 
a fruit, often twelve inches in diameter, 
with a hard shell that is made into dishes | 
of various kinds, and may even be used 
over a fire for boiling water. A tree of the 
Nubian forests grows ready made whistles, 


which the wind blows with startling ef- 
fect. The vegetable wax tree of Japan 
bears berries from which fine candles are 
made. The stinging tree of Queensland is 
dangerous to the touch, but leaves no 
mark, though the pain is maddening, and 
the part stung is tender for months when 
wet.

A Protest Against Fars for Baby.

It is attractive and 
tempting to those who need not consider 
expense; but also unwholesome on ac- 
count of imperviousness to ventilation, 
and dangerous because so much warmer 
than any other material that any change 
from it to another is almost certain to 
result in cold. In our climate, with its 
frequent and extreme changes, nothing 
ought to be employed for children’s 
wear which cannot easily be replaced 
by a thicker or thinner fabric, as neces- 
sity may require. Fur cloaks can never 
be changed with safety, and fur trim- 
ming about the necks of cloth garments 
} renders throats extremely sensitive;

to the mucous membrane, when drawn 
in through the mouth or nostrils.
